ADVANCING IN RUSSIA 


BERLIN; Feb. 23.—-In their new 
invasion of Russian territory the 
Germah forees have feached Walk, in 
Livonia, ninety miles northeast of 
Riga, it was announeed today by the 
German general staff. In Volhynia 
the Teuton armies marching from 
Lutsk have reached the fortress of 
Dubno. The statement follows: . 

In Esthonia we are pressing east~ 
ward in Livonia, Walk has been oc- 
cupied. 

In Ukraine the forces advancing 
southwest from Lutsk reached Dub- 
no. Elsewhere our operations are 
qaking their course.

This was based on the 
charge that he was too slow, too conserva-

A considerable 
number of men in the Senate and House, 
men of radical views, and some of them 
very prominent, were unfriendly to Lin- 
eoln and criticized him with great severity 
alike in public and in private. Many of the 
important ‘newspapers echoed the same 
critiesms, foremost among them being the 
great New York Tribune, edited by Horace 
Greeley, then the most powerful journalist 
in America. * ;

mont, the most conspicuous military failure 
of the war was agreed upon as the candi- 
date. ; 
--The-eall_proyoked-a-loud- and-indignant 
protest from the loyal masses all over the 
land, the leaders were scared and a few 
of them appeared at Cleveland, the attend- 
ance was small and seattering, but Fre- 
mont was nominated and the attempt was 
made to start a campaign. The attempt 
provoked only anger, scorn and ridicule, 
and long before the election Fremont with- 
drew.

which was citculated by hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies and published in the news- 
papers of the country. It was a terrific 
indictment of Lincoln as a reactionary and 
imbecile, as false to his great trust and 
recreant to the highest interests: of the 


country, and in trumpet tones it called up- ~ » 


The 
awful battles of that summer were in prog- 
ress with indecisive results; the ‘country 
was full of distress and lamentation, and 


darkness brooded over the face of the land. 


‘The great, patient, long-suffering, mighty 
President sat steadily at his post, and still 
held his peace.

journal now show that he was deeply dis- 


couraged. :
